Dulles flew to Paris Monday 


night and held emergency consulta- 
tions with British Foreign Secre- 
tary Eden and French Premier 
Mendes-France. 
One of his de- 


cisions was that Undersecretary of 
State W. B. Smith should go to th« 
Geneva conference to participate 
in the final round of talks with 
the Reds on Indochina. 


Has Assurances 


Diplomats here believe that Dul- 


les would not have agreed to send 
Smith to Genvea to provide high 
level U. S. participation in the con- 
ference unless he had assurance 
from Mendes-France ruling out a 
peace at any price settlement. 


In a statement upon his arrival 


here at 8:30 a. m. EOT, Dulles 
said the Paris talks "have brought 
about an understanding concerning- 
Indochina much more complet* 
than has heretofore existed." 


This, he added, enabled the West- 


ern ministers 
"to 
demonstrat* 


anew the solidarity of the West- 
ern powers in the face of Commu- 
nist hostility and intrigue." 


Dulles went immediately from 


the airport to the White House to 
report to President Eisenhower. 


Undersecretary Smith will take 


off for Geneva late Friday for the 
talks. 


Principle* 


Dulles said the formula for al- 


lied unity was achieved without 
any abandonment by the United 
States of its principles. Eisenhow- 
er and Dulles have repeatedly stat- 
ed that the United States would 
not sanction Red conquest of any 
area. 


"The United States has been con- 


cerned." Dulles said, "to find a 
way whereby it could help France. 
Viet Nam, Laos and Cambodia find 
acceptable settlements without in 
any way prejudicing basic princi- 
ples to which the United States 
must adheie if it is to be tine 
to itself and 
if the raptive and 


endangeied peoples of the world 
are to fee! that the United Stales 
really believes in libeity.

It is a fair guess, nevertheless, that the efficiency and 


general soundness of the agency will be closely checked.

McCarthy evidently assumes security matters will in- 


deed enter in, for upon his return to Washington he has of- 
fered to hand the task force the information on which he 
says he based his charge of Red infiltration into CIA. 


While he did not quite close the door to later inquiry 


by his own group, the senator obviously had made a con- 
siderable concession. 


The Hoover Commission is a highly responsible organi- 


zation. Its inquiry seems certain to be conducted quietly, 
thoroughly, and fairly. The country, and the Congress, 
will have a better idea of CIA's value when General Clark re- 
ports his findings. 


Yet this move can hardly provide the lasting answer to 


the problem of checking on so secret an agency. In an 
earlier report, the Hoover group itself suggested creation 
of a permanent congressional "watch'dog" committee for 
CIA, on the model of the -Joint Committee on Atomic Energy.

One-Parent Children Need 
Careful Emotional Guidance

The wisdom of a Solomon would 


be required to answer a recently 
received letter. 


"The 
correspondent 
w r i t e s , 


"Please say how a'mother can help 
her child to become or be as nearly 
normal as possible without two 
parents. I could use some good, 
solid advice—how I try." 


It is no accident that nature has 


given all human being two par- 
ents. All the evidence leads to the 
conclusion that, both 
physically 


and emotionally, youngsters do bet 
ter on the average if they are 
raised under the eyes and with the 
cooperation of both father and mo 
ther.

The writer of the letter does no' 


say whether the absence of the 
father is the result of death, separ 
ation or divorce. 


From the youngster's standpoint 


the problem appears easier to han 
die when death is the cause, rathe 
than desertion or divorce. Probab 
ly this is because the child find 
the situation easier to understanc 
and does not feel the added inse 
curity of voluntary withdrawal o 
the father from lack of affection 
for his family.* • * 


From the physical standpoint, de 


ficiencies in emotional adjustmen 
usually increase the chances 
developing stomach ulcers, intest 
nal disorders and a number of othe 
troubles later on in life which ar 
closely allied to the emotions.

disorders in those who are deprive 
of a normal home life.

any on as best as he or she can.

The first step is to recognize that 


he youngster is missing something, 


doubt the second is to do some 


hard thinking so that the remaining 
>arent will avoid the pitfalls of 
over protection or spoiling of the 
youngster and still provide the af- 
'ection and understanding which 
every growing child so badly needs. 


Just how this is to be accom- 


plished is still more difficult. Rais- 
ing children with both parents 
working at it is hard enough any- 
way, and the burden which is so 
often 
complicated 
by economic 


problems is particularly severe 
when the father is not around. 


Specific advice is impossible. But 


thought and care to the emotional, 
even more than the physical, needs 
of the youngster should be the key- 
note of all activities on the part of 
the mother.

I will treat of that in detail in 


due time, but for the present this 
reference will support my charac- 
terization of most of the Swiss 
watch industry.

claim that the Tow tariff is killing 
our watch industry because, for 
only one reason, among many, we 
pay $1.40 an hour to the women 
who assemble our watches where- 
as the Swiss pay about 45 cents 
an hour and a lot of their produc- 
tion is done in sweat-shops, at 
which the whole family pitches 
in. after the normal day's work 
of trimming tourists, yodehng or 
looking picturesque for American 
amateur photographers. 


U. S. Time is the successor In 


Waterbury watch which turned out 
the Ingersoll dollar watch, which 
was actually an astringent clock, 
compressed into a steel and nickel 
case that wound with a ratchet au- 
dible a block away. 
This Inger 


soil was Robert H. Ingersoll. a 
Chicago hustler who peddled 'many 
mechanical novelties and finally 
went to Waterbury with the idea 
of a watch that the poor man 
could afford . This was around 
.1SP2 when the watch which was 
owned almost exclusively bv a 
cruel minority of bankers, squires 
and grasping landlords who wore 
half-pound 
gold 
turnips in the 


pockets of white weskits on chains 
icavy enough for logging. 


This Ingersoll. incidentally, was 


not the horrible atheist, whose 
present condition let us be too 
merciful to speculate upon. How- 
ever, it is possible that some im- 
pecunious free-thinkers of the time 
thought their own satanic Bob In- 
gersoll had brought them the boon 
of a watch for a dollar along with 
his mcitation to defy God to strike 
them dead. 


Long before that, over around 


Derby. Conn., Seth Thomas, a 
wood-carver, 
had 
manufactured 


clocks with wooden wheels 
and 


gears and peddled them by wagon 
way over into York state and 
down into Pennsylvania for money, 
pelts, potatoes or, as the saying 
used to go. What have you? 


To round out a rough sketch, I 


should say that 
United 
States 


Time also has a factory abroad, 
in Dundee. Scotland, and that al- 
though most of its stock-holders 
are Americans, the majority stock 
interest 
is held 
by 
foreigners, 


mainly English and Norwegian. 


Nevertheless, here is an impor- 


tant American industry taking a 
bad beating from a wily foreign 
competitor with a. great advantage 
in wages and many tricks which 
amount to evasion of even th« 
scant duties imposed under th« 
lenient rates decreed' by F. D. 
Roosevelt. 


As a matter of fact, the worst 


fault of the American manufac- 
turers is that make too good a 
watch too cheap. Like a poreclain 
bath-tub, it lasts forever and it 
is so home-spun and unpretentious 
that our o\vn people favor ordin

prices in a mistaken belief that 
they are out of tins world.

Muffins, Biscuits 


While muffins often tend to be 


•vermixed, biscuits may show the 
«ff«ct of too little mixing. It takes 
only about 15 mixing strokes for 
muffins—just 
enough to barely 


moisten th^e dry ingredients, says 
Mrs. Pearl Janssen, foods special- 
ist at the University of Illinois 
Department of Home Economics. 
She explains that too much mix- 
ing makes the product tough and 
heavy, with an uneven grain. The 
tops of such muffins will be peaked 
and shiny. 


On the other hand, if you don't 


knead biscuits enough 
they may 


resemble muffins. They will have 
a coarser texture than is desirable 
in biscuits and will be smaller in 
volume. Mrs. Janssen recommends 
two methods of handling biscuit 
dough to give the desired fine- 
grained, flaky texture that will 
peel off in layers. 


Either roll out the dough lightly 


and fold it over, repeating this 
process three times, or kneed it 
in a folding-over motion about 20 
times. The first method is the 
safer one, especially for less ex- 
perienced homemakers.

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Senate-House Committee 
Studies Tax Compromise 
Five Important Decisions 
Show Up in Latest Draft 


WASHINGTON 
A Senat*- 


House conference committee has 
approved a. more liberal Senate 
plan giving a special tax cut to 
millions of public employes who 
may retire before 65. 


The action was one of five im- 


portant decisions and scores of 
minor ones late Wednesday as the 
committee pitched into the big 
task of settling hundreds of differ- 
ences between the House and Sen- 
ate versions of President Eisen- 
hower's tax reform program. 


Ike Urges Action 


Only a few hours earlier Eisen- 


hower had opened his news con- 
ference by volunteering a plea 
for "prompt action" on the tax 
bill, which he has called the cor- 
nerstone of his entire domestic 
program. 


One issue — how much to cut in- 


come taxes on dividends received 
by stockholders— seemed likely to 
be deadlocked for some time. 


In 
its 
decision 
Wednesday- 


subject to possible reversal later 
— the conference committee ap- 
proved four tax cuts totaling about 
471 million dollars the first year, 
and a fifth on which tax savings 
figures were not available. 


That compares with 485 million 


in reductions in the House bill and 
464 million in reductions in the 
Senate bill on these same points: 


RETIREMENT 
INCOME— Both 


houses had agreed on a plan to 
exempt from taxes the first $1,200 
of retirement income for retired 
persons over 65, a saving of up to 
$240 per person a year. The Sen- 
ate added a provision that public 
employes — schoolteachers, police- 
men and other government work- 
ers — could get the special tax cut 
even if they retired before 65. The 
committee approved the Senate 
version, with a tax reduction of 141 
million dollars compared with 125 
million in the House bill. 


SINGLE HEADS OF HOUSE- 


HOLDS— The House approved a 
plan to give single heads of house- 
holds the full. saving married cou- 
ples now get by splitting their in- 
come for tax purposes. The plan 
would have saved about- 50 mil- 


lion dollars a year for about 800.- 
000 taxpayers. The Senate knock- 
ed out the provision entirely on 
grounds 
that 
wealthy 
persons 


would get most of the benefits. 
The conference committee restored 
a tax cut of only about seven mil- 
lion 
dollars—providing that for 


two years after a husband or wife 
died, but not beyond that, the 
widow or widower could continue 
to split income for tax purposes. 


DEPRECIATION—The House ap- 


proved a far-reaching plan for 
more rapid tax deductions for de- 
preciation of new plants and equip- 
ment, for a saving of 300 million 
dollars the first year and much 
more over the next few years. 
The Senate made the plan even 
broader and more liberal, for a 
saving of 323 million the first year. 
The conference committee approv- 
ed the Senate version. 


INSTALLMENT CREDIT — The 


House provided an income tax 
deduction of up to 6 per cent of 
installment 
purchases, 
to cover 


actual 
interest 
or 
qprrying 


charges. The 
deduction 
is al- 


lowed now only if the interest or 
carrying charge is specified sep- 
arately in the bill for the purchase. 
The Senate eliminated the House 
provision. 
The conference com- 


mittee restored it, for an annual 
saving of about 10 million. 


SICK BENEFITS—The commit" 


tee agreed on a compromise plan 
for taxation of wages paid to em- 
ployes under sickness or accident 
benefit plans. The 
Senate 
had 


adopted a sweeping provision un 
der which virtually all such wages 
up to $100 a week would be tax 
exempt. The House plan included 
many restrictions 
which would 


have denied the exemption to mil- 
lions of workers. Under the com- 
promise, wages up to $100 would 
be exempt after seven days of ab- 
sence due to sickness or acci 
dental injury. 
They 
would be 


exempt for the first seven days 
only If A sickness put the worker 
in a hospital for at least one day 
of the seven-day waiting period, 
or B the absence was caused by 
accidental injury.

It's Pretty Apparent That 
Communists Nearing Victory 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON <2V-At this mo- 


ment the clearest thing that can 
be said about the Geneva confer- 
ence on Indochina is that it is not 
clear at alL Visibility should im- 
prove in the next few days. The 
conference is near a climax. 


The Communists have "Victory 


within their grasp- But if their ap- 
petite is too big Indochina might 
turn into a shooting: war that could 
involve the United States. 


The French for almost eight 


years have been fighting the Com- 
munist-led Vietminh in Viet Nam, 
one of Indochina's three states. 
Now they want peace. 


It seems certain French Premier 


Pierre Mendes-France, meeting at 
Geneva with Russia's V. M. Molo- 
tov and Red China's Chou En-Lai, 
is willing to let the Vietminh have 
the northern part of Viet Nam 
while the French retain the south- 
ern half. 


Clear Red Victory 


Being able to force the French 


into this kind of settlement would. 
by itself, be a clear victory for the 
Communists. That much, and no 
more, seems certain now. 


What isn't clear is this: Will the 


Communists demand only half of 
Viet Nam or all of it? And if only 
half, on what conditions? And if 
the Communists' press Mendes- 


France, will he, to get peace at 
any price, yield all of Viet Nam? 


When he took over the French 


government almost a month ago 
he promised he'd get peace in In- 
dochina within 30 days or quit. 


If he quit and the French felt 


their efforts for an "honorable" 
peace had been spurned, their 
fighting spirit might revive to car- 
ry on the war with greater sac- 
rifices than they've been willing to 
make in eight years. 


They probably would not do so 


without assurances of active help 
on their side by the United States. 
Just how much help the United 
States and Britain would give has 
been one of the most thoroughly 
unclear parts of the whole picture. 


Appear Cheerful 


Mendes-France met two days 


this week in Paris with Secretary 
of State Dulles and Britain's For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden. They 
later issued a cheery statement 
which threw no light on a military 
agreement, if any. 


Nevertheless, 
the 
Communists 


have to gamble on settling for less 
than everything or asking too much 
and facing the prospect of full- 
scale resumption of the war, plus 
the danger of American and Brit- 
ish intervention.

On May 7 Dulles said unless 


there wa» an "honorable" armis- 
tice there would be urgent need 
for "united action" to defend the 
area. He said Congress would have 
to be consulted and "only Con- 
gress can declare war." 


On May 25 he said, "We don't 


go in alone . . . We go in where 
the United Nations gives moral 
sanction to our action." On June 11 
he said Frances must pledge to 
fight on until victory before Amer- 
ican and Allied intervention in 
Southeast Asia. 


Kxplore Terms 


If the Communists settle for 


northern Viet Nam—and the Uni- 
ted States and Britain guarantee to 
help the French if the Vietminh 
ever cross the dividing line—the 
Communists will be agreeing to 
letting the Allies make southern 
Viet Nam an armed camp and an 
almost insuperable barrier against 
further advance. 


They may demand this: A tem- 


porary division of Viet Nam with 
French agreement that within a 
certain time the Vietnamese will 
be allowed to vote in free elections 
for the government they want, af- 
ter which the French would with- 
draw. 


If the French buy that, the Al- 


lies can just about kiss off Indo 
china. Reports from there have 
indicated the Vietnamese in French 
territory now would vote for the 
Vietminh. 


Can Subvert Rc*t 


If the French make any deal by 


which they agree to withdraw from 
all of Indochina, the Allies can 
kiss off all Indochina. The Commu- 
nists won't have to attack the rest 
of it. They can be depended upon 
to subvert It from within. 


The Communists may decide the 


best way to foul up the West ia 
simply to demand part of Viet Nam 
under a truce agreement. That 
would turn Indochina into another 
Korea. There'd be no peace. But 
the Communists would have time 
for maneuvers.

More Cattle 
On Feed in 
Corn Belt 


WASHINGTON Iffi—The Agricul- 


ture Department estimated Wed- 
nesday that the number of cattle 
on feed for market on'the 11 corn 
belt states July 1 was 5 per cent 
larger than on July 1, 1953. 


While estimates on the number 


of cattle on feed have not been 
made for all states, the depart- 
ment said indications point to an 
increase of nearly 200.000 head in, 
the corn belt as compared with a 
year earlier. 


The ciepa.ri.rneni estimated the 


number of cattle on feed Jan 1 
for the country as a whole was 
also about 5 per cent more than 
on July 1, 1953. 


All states in the corn belt showed 


increases except Missouri which 
had 2 per cent fewer and Kansas 
which showed no change from a 
year earlier. 


Cattle on-feed July 1 as a per- 


centage of a year earlier: Indiana 
110; Illinois, 101; Michigan, 110. 


In the three most important corn 


belt feeding states-Illinois, Iowa, 
and Nebraska — the department 
said 1,732,000 head of cattle were 
on feed July 1. This ia 4 per cent 
more than on July 1. 1953.

Ham Filling:: Three - quarters 


pound (2*4 cups) ground cooked 
ham, 
*i cup grated 
processed 


cheese, % cup chopped green pep- 
per, 1J2 teaspoons dry mustard, 


teaspoon garlic salt, 1 table- 


spoon milk. 


Combine ingredients for filling. 
Biscuit Dough:

The mother, Mrs. Jack Davis. 


26, left Hughes with the infant and 
a 5-year-old son while sh« visited 
her husband at the bar. The Davis* 
two-room cabin is about 20 or 30 
feet inside Texas across the line 
from Hobbs. 


The boy was still asleep and 


unharmed when the mother re- 
turned to the cabin, but Hughes 
and Jackie Jo were missing. 


Deputy Sheriff J. C. Fort of Lea 


County, N. M., said Davis found 
Hughes and the baby about 4 a.m. 
took the child from the ex-convict 
and rushed her to Seminole, where 
officers were notified. 


Lubbock County Sheriff Grady

Statistics Say So: 
People Are Still Saving

NEW YORK i^t—People are go- 


ing nght on saving—it says here 
in the statistics put out by the gov- 
ernment, the bankers, and the life 
insurance people. 


It's hard for a lot of people to 


believe that any one can save in 
these days of the high cost of liv- 
ing, of big baby crops and larger 
families, of high taxes, of a busi- 
ness slowdown and lower take- 
home pay for many. 


But figures released this week 


show that by and large Americans 
are putting as much or more away 
this year than last and that total 
savings continue to rise. It's go- 
ing into U. S. savings bonds, into 
life insurance, bank deposits. To- 
tals for all of them are rising. 


Paying Debts Faster 


And merchants will tell you— 


gome of them rather sadly—that 
many consumers are putting a re- 
verse English on savings, too. They 
are paying up their installment 
debts faster than they are taking 
on new debt by buying gadgets on 
time. Getting out of debt is one 
form of saving. Merchants think 
this can be carried too far. 


"I can't save anything," a man 


will tell you. "After I've made the 
life insurance payment, paid the 
monthly Installment on the mort- 
gage on my house, put money 
each month in that fund that the 
wife insists we have against the 
time junior goes to college, why, I 
have a hard time finding enough 
to meet the payment, on the car 
and the freezer." 


But life insurance is a form of 


saving, a way of building an es- 
tate. A home of your own is a 
form of saving.

It's Milk and Vitamin PUls for 
Pair Who Protested Court Decision 


HOLLYWOOD — OR — Haggard 


after 23 days in jail witho'ut food, 
the freed Finn twins sipped milk 
and gulped vitamin pills today. 


George and Charles, who lost 60 


pounds between them during their 
fast in protest against what they 
termed the injustice of one-year 
sentences for interfering with a 
government officer, are in La Brea 
hospital. 


They were whisked to" the hos- 


pital by ambulance late Wednes- 
day after being released from the 
California Medical Facility at ter- 
minal Island on $1,000 bond each, 
pending their appeal. 


Vowed to Starve" 


They had vowed to starve to 


death rather than eat while in 
custody. 


All their troubles stemmed from 


purchase of a war surplus C46 car- 
go plane from a school district. 
The government contends the pur- 
chase was illegal. The twins, both 
of whom have firie wartime flying 
records, contend it was legal. 


At the moment the 40-year-old 


twins are more concerned with 
what they denied themselves for 
23 days-food. 


Both agree that the first three 


days of their self-imposed fast 
were the toughest. Hunger pangs 
bothered them .most of that time. 


After the first three days, they 


tried not to think of food. 


"The only time it was tough 


from then on," said Charles, "was 
when we were asleep. One night 
I dreamed of a charcoal-broiled 
steak. I was eating it with my 
fingers and believe me, I could 
taste it." 


Dreams of Cakes 


Charles, the stronger of the two, 


said that one night G e o r g e 
dreamed of being in a cake fac- 
tory. 
It was filled with giant 


cakes, three feet wide and five 
tall. 


For awhile their diet won't be 


that rich. The first few hours they 
received small meals every hour— 
milk, vitamin pills and r a r e 
ground steak having high vitamin 
C and D content. Doctors said it 


will be a couple of weeks before 
they can leave the hospital. 


The U. S. Circuit Court of Ap- 


peals granted'the bail Wednesday 
after the twins' attdrney, Bernard 
Cohen, argued that Federal Judge 
Edward Murphy c o m m i t t e d 
"many flagrant errors" in sen- 
tencing the Finns and refusing 
them bail. 


The Finns were convicted of In- 


terfering with U. S. Atty Laughlin 
Waters with a so-called citizens' 
arrest. Cohen said the twins oe- 
lieved they had a right to make 
the arrest "because in their minds 
he (Waters) had committed a fel- 
ony in depriving them of an air- 
plane." 


Purchase Plane 


The Finn case began with their 


purchase of the plane from the 
school district near Bakersfield, 
Calif., where it was used as a 
classroom. 
The twins spent thou- 


sands of dollars reconditioning it 
and flew it for 18 months. 
The 


government took back the plane, 
contending the contract with the 
school district forbade its resale 
except for scrap.
